T hen it 
was th a t Mr. Johnson in a 
brilliant speech pleaded for peace. 
He 
faced the storm of hisses w hich swept 
dow n upon him from the galleries like 
a spartan, and w ith passionate u tte r­ 
ances adjured members to pause before 
they plunged the country into war, the 
evils of which would follow’ after the 
endless train. 
The house has had be­ 
fore illustrations of Mr. Johnson’s fear­ 
lessness, but none so striking as yester­ 
day when he espoused the unpopular 
cause and pleaded to let diplomacy have 
its way. 
At the same tim e he gave it 
as his opinion th a t if an ultim atum had 
been sent to Spain it m eant w ar, as 
Spain’s pride would not perm it her to 
hum iliate herself before the world. 
He 
eulogized every influence th a t made for 
peace and declared his belief that the 
Cuban Ju n ta would agree to pay #100,- 
000,000 for the independence of the 
island. 
M r. Bailey, the Dem ocratic leader, 
seized the advantage w hich Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son’s position had afforded and set his 
followers and the galleries wild as he 
announced His belief, from w hat Mr. 
Johnson had said, th a t the purpose of 
the Republicans in refusing to jam w ith 
the Democrats last W ednesday w as to 
give the adm inistration an opportunity 
to compel the Cuban patriot# to buy the 
independence they had won from the 
butcher* of Spain.

ElPaso the train is made up at Juarez 


Baggage is not checked until inspected 


at Jaurez. 
It is taken into a room 


where each man claims his baggage,and 


unlocks it. 
The Mexican custom offi­ 


cials are very clever and are soon done 


with their work. 
W hen he came to 


my trunk I lifted the tray out, gild he 


looked in and asked what 


some boxes. 
He never opene I them 


nor disturbed an article. 
W hile com­ 


ing over the river from ElPaso an in­ 


spector goes through the car and in­ 


spects alt had baggage. 
I opened my 


satchel but he passed it without look­ 


ing in. 
I am told^tbat the U. 8 . in­ 


spectors are much more scrutinizing. 


The Mexican Central is about the 


best railroad in Mexico, is very well 


equipped. 
The transportation is di­ 


vided into 1st, 2od and 3rd class. The 


1st class is 3cts, 2nd, 2cts and 3rd, 1} 


cents a killom 9ter, which is five-eigths 


of a mile. 
The cars of the 3rd class are 


supplied with benches running the full 


length of the car. 
The cars of the 2nd 


class have seats similar to those in our 


street care. 
The let class cars are Simi 


lar to our best coaches. 
Oaly holders 


of 1st class tickets can ride in the Pull­ 


man cars, and the fare in these is some­ 


what cheaper than in the et ates. 
The 


3rd class coaches are best patronized. 


At ElPaso when I started down I 


purchased 11 OO of M exican money for 


$47.00 which is $2 00 more than it is 


worth, that much extra being charged 


for exchange. 
All prices and charges I 


quote in this letter are based on M exi­ 


can money. 


The Central has veiy good [eating 


houses aUng the line, at which the 


traveler [pays $ 1.00 a meal, although 


people residing at these places get the 


same from 35 cents to 75 cents. 
Most 


of these places are run by Chinamen, 


and I am told that the best restaurants 


in this country are operated by China­ 


men. 
I am always 
looking for a 


Chinese restaurant when I want to eat. 


Coming down we 
were delayed 9 


hours at Ortiz by the burning out of a 


tressle. 
Ortiz is a station of only 2 or 


3 huts. 
There I got a typical Mexican 


breakfast which the station agent’s wife 


prepared for me. 
The eggs, coffee and 


corncakes were all I could partake off. 


Here is a fine ranch where I went out 


in the field 
and saw them 
planting 


corn. 
The process is rather a slow 


one. 
First a furrow is m ade with a hoe 


then a man follows with a long iron 


rod similar to our crow-bar and makes 


a hole IO or 12 inches deep, into this 


the corn is dropped and then covered. 


The plowing is done with oxen or 


small mules and the plow is of very 


rude construction. 


From Ortiz we passed through quite a 


strip of desert county and the sand 


storms were terrible. 
The car was 


tightly closed and the heat was intense. 


A t Torreon I expected to wait for 


Mrs. Thomas but owing to my throat 


and the vatt amount of dust I went on 


toSialo, a village of about 10,000 peo­ 


ple. 
Here I found a very good hotel 


and quite a colony of American rail­ 


road men. 


The clim ate at Silao is grand, with an 


elevation of 6,000 feet, it is is very pleas­ 


ant in tho shade all day. 
From IO 


o’clock to 5 o'clock during the sun is 


ven warm, about as warm as our July, 


but the morning’ and evenings are 


always cool enough [to be pleasant. 
It 


is very dry and I should th’nk a very 


healthful climate. 
I pay 75 cents 


day for my room and 
can get good 


Mexican meals from 50 to ”5 cents. Not 


being able to speak Spanish I have 


some trouble in getting what I want. 


At 
my 
first 
dinner [.the 
waiter 


asked me if I wanted a certain article 


and not understanding I nodded ye#. 


W hen the article came it was a bottle 


of wine and the cost of same was 22 


cents. 
No English is spoken at the 


hotel, so when I want information I get 


the railroad men to help m e out. 


M en here do the work of drays in 


the States and they can carry some big 


loads on their backs, too. 
The fellow 


that brought my trunk over carried it 


on his head. 
I have seen them wi h a 


big trunk on their backs and bundles 


in each hand. 


At Silao, owing to a lack of wat r and 


irrigation, not much fruit is raised, but 


a short distance bt th north and south 


there is an 
abundance of fine fruit. 


I had in The finest oranges I ever ate I got here, 


5 for IO ceuts. 
Strawberries are on the 


market at 25 cents a basket, which 


will hold about as much as two of our 


boxes. 
The berne, are larger and bet­ 


ter than those raised in our country. 


At Irapuato, 18 miles farther south, fine 


strawberries are marketed every day in 


the year. 
The ©antelopes and water­ 


melons are very poor. 
I m et a man 


here from Akron, Ohio, who is putting 


down some artislan wells to get them 


introduced. 
If one had 
IO acres of 


ground here and could get plenty cl 


water to irrigate with during the dry 


season, he could raise berries, tomatoes, 


melons, etc , the year around. 
It is our 


summer 12 months in the year. 


W hen I start back from the City of 


Mexico, I am going to stop at Silao 


again for 5 or 6 days. 
I will meet Mrs. 


Thornes and son tonight and we will go 


on to the City for a short stay. 


The land that is boomed here is for 


coffee and rubber and a greet many 


Americans 
are 
investing 
The two 


things that look most inviting to me 


for investm ent is the hotel business 


and that of raising small fruits. 


M exico is full of tourists all the time. 


The man who has h eel down here for 


awhile and thinks he has made some 


money finds his profits cut in two when 


b ehaves. 
If he has saved up lf,DOO of 


Mexican money ho could only get $450 


iu U. S. exchange for it. 


In this communication I 
have said 


nothing about the manners and customs 


of the people as that would take too 


much tim e and spac>, but have m er- 


tioned a few things that I think will 


interest the readers of the Republican.

Postal and Traveling A ccom m odations of 
the Old German City, 
The post relations of ancient Stuttgart 
were unpretentious.

Letters were carried 
out of the city by postilions. There war

E d i t o r s E eppblicas:—I will tell you 


something about Mexico. 
Leaving 
El Paso the train is made up at Juarez 
Baggage is not checked until inspected 


at Jaurez. 
It is taken into a room 
where each man claims his baggage,and 


unlocks it. 
The Mexican custom offi­ 


cials are very clever and are soon done 
with their work. 
W hen he came to 


my trunk I lifted the tray out, Mad he 
looked in and asked what I had in 


some boxes. 
He never opened them 
nor disturbed an article. 
W bile com­ 
ing over the river from El Paso an in­ 


spector goes through the car and in­ 


spects all had baggage. 
I opened my 
satchel but he passed it without look­ 


ing in. 
I am told ,tbat the U. 8. in­ 
spectors are much more scrut in Sling. 
The Mexican Central is about the 


best railroad in Mexico, is very well 
equipped. 
The transportation is di­ 


vided into 1st, 2nd and 3rd class. The 
1st class is 3cts, 2nd, 2cts and 3rd, ll 


cents a kiliometer, which is five-eigths 


of a mile. 
The cars of the 3rd class are 


supplied with benches running the full 


length of the car. 
The cars of the 2nd 


class have seats similar to those in our 
street cars. 
The 1st class cars are sinai 


Jar to our best coaches. 
Oaly holders 


of 1st class tickets can ride in the Pull­ 
man cars, and the fare in these is some­ 
what cheaper than in the states. 
The 
3rd class coaches are best patronized. 


At ElPaso when I started down I 
purchased $100 of Mexican money for 


$47.00 which is $2 00 more than it is 


worth, that much extra being charged 
for exchange. 
All prices and charges I 


quote in this letter are based on M exi­ 


can money. 
The Central ha* veiy good [eating 


houses ah ng the line, at which the 
traveler [pays $1.00 a meal, although 
people residing at these places get the 


same from 35 cents to 75 cents. 
Most 


of these places are run by Chinamen, 
and I am told that the best restaurant* 
in this country are operated by China­ 


men. 
I am alway* 
looking for a 
Chinese restaurant when I want to eat. 
Coming down we 
were delayed 9 


hours at Ortiz by the burning out ot a 


tress ie. 
Ortiz is a station oi only 2 or 
3 hut*. 
There I got a typical Mexican 
breakfast which the station agent’s wife 
prepared for me. 
The eggs, coffee and 


corncakes were all I could partake off, 
Here is a fine ranch where I went out 
in the field 
and saw them planting 
corn. 
The process is rather a slow 


one. 
First a furrow is made with a hoe 


then a man follows with a long iron 
rod similar to our crow-bar and makes 
a hole IO or 12 inches deep, into this 
the corn is dropped and then covered. 
The plowing is done with oxen or 
small mules and the plow is of very 


rude construction. 


From Ortiz we passed through quite a 
strip of desert county and the sand 


storms were terrible. 
The car was 
tightly closed and the heat was intense. 
At Torreon I expected to wait for 
Mrs. Thomas but owing to my throat 
and the vast am ount of dust I went on 


to8ialo, a villiage of about IO,OOO peo­ 
ple. 
Here I found a very good hotel 


and quite a colony of American rail­ 


road men. 
The climate at Silao is grand, with an 
elevation of 5,000 feet, it is i« very pleas­ 
ant in tho shade all day. 
From IO 
o clock lo 5 o’clock during tho sun. is 
vei v warm, about as warm aa our July, 
but the morning^ and evenings are 


always cool enough [to be pleasant. 
It 
is very dry and I should th’nk a vers 
healthful climate. 
I pay 75 cents a 
day for my room anti 
can get good 
Mexican meals from 50 to ’•A cents. Not 
being able to speak Spanish I have 
some trouble in getting what I want. 
At 
my 
first 
dinner 'th e 
waiter 
asked me if I wanted a certain article 
and not understanding I nodded yes. 


W hen the article came it was a bottle 
of wine and the cost of same was 2 2 
cents. 
No English is spoken at the 
hotel, so when I want information I get 
the railroad men to help me out. 
Men here do the work of drays in

At Silao, owing to a lack of wat r and 
irrigation, not much fruit is raised, but 
a short distance beth north and south 
there is an 
abundance of fine fruit. 
The finest oranges I ever ate I got here, 
5 for IO cents. 
Strawberries are on the 
m arket at 25 cents a basket, which 


will hold about as much as two of our 
boxes. 
The berri©, are larger and bet­ 


ter than those raised in our country. 
At Irapuato. 18 miles farther south, fine 
strawberries are m arketed every day in 
the year. 
The ©antelopes and water­ 


melons are very poor. 
I m et a man 
here from Akron, Ohio, who is putting 


down some artislan wells to get them 


introduced. 
If one had IO acres of 
ground here and could get plenty cl 


water to irrigate with during the dry 
season he could raise berries, tomatoes, 
melons, etc , the year around. 
It is our 


summer 1 2 m onths in the year. 


W hen I start back from the City of 


Mexico, I am going to stop at Silao 
again for 5 or 6 days. 
I will meet Mrs. 


Thornes and son tonight and we will go 


on to the City for a short stay 


The land that is boomed here is for 


coffee and rubber and a greet many 
Americans 
are 
investing* 
The two 


things that look most inviting to me 


for investm ent is the hotel business 


and that of raising small fruits. 
Mexico is full of tourists all the time. 
The man who has b eei down here for 


awhile and thinks he has made some 
money finds his profits cut in two when 


he leaves. 
If he has saved up $!,U00 of 
Mexican money ho could only get $450 


iu U. S. exchange for it. 
In this communication I have said 


nothing about the m anners and customs 


of the people as th at would take too

ANCIENT STUTTGART. 


Foetal and T rav elin g A ccom m odation* oi 
th e O ld G erm an City. 
The post relations of ancien t Stuttgart 
were un pretention s. 
The two m aid­ 
servants of tire postmaster distributed 
through the city the daily letters, which 
they carried in the same basket w ith the 
family marketing. Letters were carried 
out of the city by postilions. There war 
a number of couriers, aud as a surety 
against mistakes there bung in the post 
office, beside the curious mail bags, a 
huge whip, with which, when the com­ 
mission had bei n given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening of 
his memory was dealt him, 
Coaches aud post wagons were inno­ 
cent of any suggestion of comfort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, aud in the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
packages aud passengers. Up and down 
hill, over ruts and rocks, the cumbrous 
vehicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers being ever on the defensive 
against tho assaults of tum bling boxes 
aud bundles. Aud then the weary slow­ 
ness of the way I Formerly the journey 
from Stuttgart to Tubingen was mad® 
in 12 hours. 
The same journey is now 
made in four hours. 
The postilions 
alighted to taku refreshments when it 
pleased them, aud one traveler has left 
a dismal record of a journey that he 
once made, during which the driver 
took the horses from the carriage and 
attached them to a hay wagon that had 
been left mired in the mud. 
The man 
drove the wagon into the next village, 
and when there he joined the grateful 
neighbbrs in a carousal, while the tired 
passengers languished on the 
dusty 
country road.—Elise J. Allen in H ar­ 
per’s Magazine.

Aion as for free Caba 
withoufwar, if it could be avoided, but j 
with war lf necessary, and Mr. John- j 
son (Rep., Iud.) who spoke for peace.

Lewis, 
(Dem. 
Wash.) 
pro­ 
voked the 
speech of Mr. Johnson, 
which aroused the members and the 
galleries to the fever pitch of excite­ 
ment, 
Mr. Lewis had denounced the 
proposition 
that Caba purchase her ; 
freedom from Spain, which, it was al­ 
leged, the administration was fostering. 
Then it was that Mr. Johnson in a 
brilliant speech pleaded for peace. 
He 
j faced the storm of hisses which swept 
down upon him from the galleries like 
a spartan, and with passionate utter­ 
ances adjured member* to pause before 
they plunged the conn try into war, the 
evils of which would follow after the 
endless train. 
The house has had be­ 
fore illustration# of Mr. Johnson’s fear­ 
lessness, but none so striking a# yester- i 
day when he espoused the unpopular 
cause aud pleaded to let diplomacy have 
it* way. 
At the same time he gave it 
a# his opinion that if an ultimatum had 
been sent to Spain it meant war, as 
Spam's pride woald not permit her to 
humiliate herself before the world. 
He 
eulogized every influence that mode for 
peace and declared his belief that tim 
Cuban Janta woald agree to pay #100,- 
000,000 for the independence of the 
island. 
Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, 
seized the advantage which Mr. John­ 
son's position had afforded and set his 
followers and the galleries wild as he 
announced his belief, from what Mr. 
Johnson had said, that the purpose of 
the Republican* rn refusing to j im with 
the Democrats last Wednesday was to 
give the administration an opportunity 
to compel the Cuban patriots to buy the 
independence they had wou from the 
butchers of Spain. 
He said he, too, de­ 
plored war, aud declared there wa# yet 
a chance to avert war, 
He had been 
told within i t hours by a representative 
of the Cuban junta that they did not 
want to involve the United States in 
war, 
AH they wanted was to have 
their independence recognized. 
With 
the munition* (rf war aud tile recruit# 
they could then ob rain, their independ­ 
ence could be achieved. 
In con elusion. 
he said the Democrats were for free 
Caba without war if possible, with war 
if necessary. 
This speech of Mr. Bailey’s drew the 
fire of the administration spokesman on 
the floor, General Grosvenor of Ohio.

At EIFaso when I started down I 
purchased HOO of Mexican money for 


147.00 which is #2 00 more than it is 


worth, that much extra being charged 


for exchange. 
All prices and charges I 
quote in this letter are based on Mexi­ 


can money. 
The Central has veiy good ([eating 


houses ah ng the line, at which the 
traveler Jpays 11.00 a meal, although 


people residing at these places get the 
same from 35 cents to 75 cents. 
Most 


of these places are run by Chinamen, 
and I am told that the best restaurants 
in this country are operated by China­ 
men. 
I am always 
looking for a 
Chinese restaurant when I want to eat. 
Coming down we were delayed 9 


hours at Ortiz by the burning out of a 
tressle. 
Ortiz is a station of only 2 or 
3 huts. 
There I got a typical Mexican 
breakfast which the station agent’s wife 
prepared for me. 
The eggs, coffee and 
corncakes were all I could partake off, 
Here is a fine ranch where 'I went out 
in the field 
and saw them planting 
corn. 
The process is rather a slow 


one. 
First a furrow is made with a hoe 


then a man follows with a long iron 
rod similar to our crow-bar and makes 
a hole IO or 12 inches deep, into this 
the corn is dropped and then covered. 
The plowing is done with oxen or 
small mules and the plow is of very 


rude construction. 


From Ortiz we passed through quite a 
strip of desert county and the sand 


storms were terrible. 
The car was 
tightly closed and the heat was intense. 
At Torreon I expected to wait for 
Mrs. Thomas but owing to my throat 
and the vast am ount of dust I went on 


toSialo, a villiage of about IO,GOU peo­ 
ple. 
Here I found a very good hotel 
and quite a colony of American rail­ 


road men. 
The climate at Silao is grand, with an 
elevation of 5.000 feet, it is is very pleas­ 


ant in tho shade all day. 
From IO 
o’clock to 5 o’clock during the sun is 
very warm, about as warm as our July, 
but the m orning; and evenings are 


always cool enough ^to be pleasant. 
It 
is very dry and I should th ’nk a very 
healthful climate. 
I pay 75 cents a 
day for my room and can get good 
Mexican meals from 50 to ?5 cents. Not 
being able to speak Spanish I have 
some trouble in getting w hat I waut. 
At 
my 
first 
dinner ;th e 
waiter 
asked me if I wanted a certain article 
and not understanding I nodded yes. 
W hen the article came it was a bottle 
of wine and the cost of same was 22 
cents. 
No English is spoken at the 
hotel, so when I want information I get 
the railroad men to h tlp me out. 
Men here do the work of drays in

At Irapuato. 18 miles farther south, fine 
Btrawherries are m arketed every day in 


the year. 
The ©antelopes and water­ 


melons are very poor. 
I m et a man 
herefrom Akron, Ohio, who is putting 


down lam e artistan wells to get them 
introduced. 
If one had IO acres of 
ground here and could get plenty ol 


water to irrigate with during the dry 
season, he could raise berries, tomatoes, 


melons, etc , the year around. 
It is our 


summer 12 months in the year. 
W hen I start hack from the City of 


Mexico, I am going to stop at Silao 
again for 5 or 6 days. 
I will meet Mrs. 


Thomas and son tonight and we will go 


on to the City for a short stay 


The land that is boomed here is for 


coffee and rubber and a greet many 
Americans 
are 
investing* 
The two 


things that look most inviting to me 
for investm ent is the hotel basinets 


and that of raising small fruits. 
Mexico is full of tourists all the time. 


The man who has heel down here for 
awhile and thinks he has made some 
money finds his profits cut in two when 


he leaves. 
If he has saved up $1,000 of 
Mexican money ho could only get $450 


in U. S. exchange tor it. 
In this communication I 
have said 
nothing about the m anners and customs 


of the people as that would take too 
much tim eand spac), but have m e r- 
tioned a few things that I think will 
interest the readers of the Republican.

Postal and Traveling Accommodation* ol 
the Old German City. 
The post relations of ancien t Stuttgart 
were unpretentious. 
The two m aid­ 
servants of the postmaster distributed 
through the city the daily letters, which 
they carried in the same basket with the 
fam ily marketing. Letters w’ere carried 
out of the city by postilions. There war 
a number of couriers, and as a surety 
against mistakes there hung in the post 
office, beside the curious mail bags, a 
huge whip, w ith which, when the com­ 
mission had been given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening ol 
his memory was dealt him. 
Coaches aud post wagons were inno­ 
cent of any suggestion of comfort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, aud in the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
packages aud passengers.

Formerly tho journey 
from Stuttgart to Tubingen was made 
in 12 hours. 
The same journey is now 
made in four hours. 
The postilions 
alighted to take refreshments when it * 
pleased them, and one traveler has le ft1 
a dismal reoord of a journey that he! 
once made, during which the d riv er! 
took the horses from the carriage and 
attached them to a hay wagon that had 
been left mired in the mud. 
The man 
drove the wagon into the next village, 
and when thoro he joined the grateful 
neighbbrs in a carousal, while the tired 
passengers languished on the 
dusty
